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Hazard Mitigation Grant Program — IEMA Pre-App deadline April 30, 2022

The Illinois Emergency Management Agency (IEMA) is accepting pre-applications for FEMA’s Hazard Mitigation
Grant Program (HMGP) from local governments. This round of HMGP funding is available as a result of DR
4489 issued for the COVID -19 Pandemic.

Download the IEMA HMGP Pre-Application form to begin your application process. Please be sure to complete
the IEMA pre-application form in detail. Failure to include information required on the pre-application form
will delay the processing and/or potential funding of your project.

The deadline to submit an IEMA pre-application is April 30, 2022.

e |[f your jurisdiction already completed and submitted a sub application for FEMA BRIC 2021 Grant
Program, you DO NOT have to resubmit the pre-application for the same mitigation activity for HMGP
DR 4489. The previously submitted BRIC 2021 sub application will remain under consideration,
pending FEMA determination and selection of BRIC grants in June 2022.

e If your Jurisdiction is interested in requesting funding to implement a NEW or DIFFERENT mitigation
activity to be considered under HMGP DR 4489, you must complete and submit the pre-application
form to be considered for HMGP DR 4489 funding.

¢ All mitigation projects submitted in your pre-application must be consistent with the goals and
objectives identified in the current, FEMA-approved State Mitigation plan and your local mitigation
plan in which the project is located.

e For the HMGP Grant Program eligible activities please refer to FEMA Hazard Mitigation Assistance
Guidance.

IEMA Funding Priorities are:

e Completion of FEMA Hazard Mitigation Plans.

e Adoption of 2018 or 2021 versions of the International Building Code and International Residential
Code.

e Mitigation projects to enhance adaptation to climate change and developing an effective response to
climate change.

e Mitigation projects to address equities/inequities and to provide the greatest support to economically
disadvantaged rural communities.

e Acquisition of substantially damaged flood-prone structures, severe repetitive loss structures, and
repetitive loss structures.

e Hospital Generators in hospitals with emergency departments and considered as a standalone projects
[no BCA is required, please discuss project specifics with IEMA].

e Generators for Critical Facilities that demonstrates cost-effectiveness using FEMA BCA Toolkit 6.0.

Another CRS Success Story in lllinois — Peoria County

Our own Peoria County is the most recent community highlighted as a successful CRS community.
The Peoria County story is just one of the six Illinois communities highlighted on the Success with CRS
webpage. Peoria County joined CRS in 1992 and is now a Class 5 community. Since 1988, the County
has acquired more than 125 floodplain properties. Currently, the County has 244 NFIP flood
insurance policies. Under the new flood insurance rating formula, the 25% discount will generate
over $60,000 in saved premiums for the County’s policy holders.

The other lllinois communities previously highlighted are Jersey County, Lake County, Village of Lisle,
City of Ottawa, and Village of Winnetka.
